swaye gently in the languid and odorous 
air. There is no hurry nor jostling in the 
narrow street. The prosperous looking 
tradesmen, saunter by under their wide- 
spreading red umberellas, that surround 
them with a rose-colored atmosphere. 
They are not tormented by any dreams of 
ten or per cent. The market women roll 
along with a sailor like undulation; they 
would let their lemons sour in the baskets 
before they would quicken their pace. 
The donkeys go by in brown studies, for- 
getful of their packs. Tho babies roll 
tranquilly in thegutters like bronze Cupids 
innocent of 'degenerate fashions. 
The 


wind comes from time to time, as if duty 
bound to flirt with the flag that hangs in 
superb indifference across the way, but 
there u no aidor in hia greeting nor 
the flag's response. A splendid green par- 
rot sits dozing on his perch. He nods, 
half loses hia footing, and swears gently ia 
Castilian. The town moves and speaks 
C 


tly, there are no loud voices nor heavy 
.falls. It u as if the old lords of the 


land were somewhere asleep in the neigh- 
borhood and the descendants of their vas- 
sals feared to wake them. Their voices 
are low and servile, their steps soft and 
gliding; they have the gentle manners 
and quick civility of slaves. There is a 
subtle contagion in the air. The seeds of 
sleep are borne on the insinuating winds. 
When yon have slept you are not re- 
freshed, and effort seems so useless and in- 
congruous under this languid sky that the 
only advantage of waking is to go to sleep 
again. 


There is a fat, stolid contentment and 


satisfaction pervading the general mind. 
Ambitioa comes oaly in spurts and flashes. 
Wealth is not keenly sought; power drifts 
into the hands that think it worth grasp- 
ing. An indolent obedience rewards usurp- 
ing enterprise. 
At the eight of obstacles 


progress recoils into reaction. 
There is 


hardly energy enough to beget hypocrisy. 
Sloth snores cynically in tbe shade, as un- 
ashamed as the unewaddled babies that 
sprawl about the door-rays. Whether this 
state of general indolence should be charged 
to any specific cause, I leave philosophers 
imd politicians to decide for themselves. 
Some will affirm it IB the climate, which 
produces like results all over the world; 
others will say it is tbe unsettled and un- 
certain condition of affaire, and the doubt 
of tho future, still others will explain that 
there ia no money here, no incentive to ac- 
tivity, no promise otreward, no intelligent 
direction, no personal security.

But I started to speak of the climate 


and its influence in restraining exertion. 
We have been here ten days', and whatever 
may be the cav.se, there is a feeling of sat- 
isfaction in remaining in this ancient city. 
Its ruins have lost none of their charm, 
the heat is not oppressive; the forests and 
plantations retain their beauty; and the 
habits of tho people are still a novelty. 
Those of us not officially attached to the 
Commission have spent tbe time in wan- 
dering about the city and its surroundings. 
One day walking ground the thick and 
massive wall of mnftonry which surrounds 
tbe town, besides tbe parapeti>, along cur- 
tains, bastions, though sallyports; tho next 
day visiting the officials of government, 
the next dodging: into the old ruina, moss- 
covered and gray with years, wbere the 
lizard hides, uow visiting the old convents 
and chapels, and towers and palace*; then 
wandering la/ily through tbe deserted 
streets, where the lordly offic»rs of Spain, 
and France.and England strutted hundreds 
of years ago; anottier-day making tbe tone 
of .the bhops, which are innumerable and 
interesting, and enother mounting onr 
horses and ridme far into the interior. 
Wo have bathed in the surf of the sea, we 
have fished in the river 0/ima, renowned 
in history; we have smoked our cigars in 
the vice-regal palace of Don Diego Colum- 
bus, or wbat is left of it, and also m the 
tower in which tradition says his father 
was a prisoner in 1500, and we have slept, 
slept soundly at all hoiu-B of tho day and 
night. Is it any wonder that we do not 
tire of thia oity — this, which was ones 
callled the City of Pulaces, was onco the 
metropolis of the Amcucau world '1

All tlie houses of any pretmsion here 


have ono or more balconies. Ours ban a 
dozen. A long one, taking m several 
windows, extends along the front of the 
house, and another in tbe rear. From 
the latter a beautiful pcone is unfolded. 
Tbe river O/.ama, showing itself in the 
distance, amid gently sloping hills, and 
bending gracefully in its southward course 
through perpetual verdure, flows placidly 
into the rough sea. Across the river, on 
the eastern bank, nearly opposite the 
palace, are the ruins, of the first town of 
Santo Domingo, and just across tbe steamer 
Tantic's bow is all that is left of tbe first 
stone* house erected here nearly four hun- 
dred years ag%. Further ronn'a to tbe 
right a point of land, protected by coral 
reefs, juts out into the sea, against which 
the waves dash eternally. Obliquely in 
front, two hundred yards distant, are the 
ruins of Diego Columbus' place, with two 
massive bastians fronting the river. To 
the left and rear are the rums of the San

At the southeastern comer of tho city, 


where the river'meets the sea, atanda the 
Tower of Columbus, the center of the cita- 
del, its lofty • square ;maas soaring above 
all other structures* in tbe city.,, from its 
summit vessels approaching are descried 
^"•^•'odnonrsaway'at-.it*.; One of 
1U thiok-waUed and strongly-grated cells, 
high up in mid-air, is shown as th» 'dun- 
geon where Columbus was imprisoned by 
Bovadilla. All about the citadel are wide 
wastes of rained palaces and monasteries. 
Almost in, the center of. the city u the 
great cathedral, once the richest shrine in 
all America, but. long since despoiled oi 
its golden" ornaments and precious stones. 
The high altar is still plated with an im- 
mense field of silver, ajuLth* sacristy still 
contains in the old mahogany drawers 
robe, of priests and binbps, whose faded 
splendors of tarnished gold,and timfr 
stained silks are'mirrors of the departed 
giorieeof this archiepisconal see, where 
tho Primate of all the Indies ministered; 
The great nave, flanked by two imposing 
aisles, is bordered by a row of six chapels 
on either side, each dedicated to a saint 
whose image looks down from its altar. 
Several paintings of merit are still hanging 
on their walls, though most of them are 
sorry daubs. 
The roof is very wide, and 


though not lofty, as in the great gothio 
cathedrals of Europe, for the earthquake 
forbids soaring and delicate masonry, the 
effect is very grand by mere vastneas in 
the spread of tbe arch and tbe immense 
sweep of the cave. 
In one of the chapels 


is shown the mahogany cross erected 
by Columbs upon a mountain, Corro 
Santo, 
commanding 
a 
view 
of 


the great 
plain of Vega Beal—the 


first cross raised upon this island. Its apo- 
cryphal wood ia coveted by relic-hunters, 
who are permitted to cut away bits for a 
slight fee—a destruction which does not 
embarrass the holy men who have it in cus- 
tody, as it U replaced every few years. It 
has been three times burned, but to the 
strong faith [of the devout this U no seri- 
ous discredit, for by a new miracle it was 
each time saved or renewed. A more in- 
spiring relic is the slab near the high 
alter, which ;for oentnru covered the 
ashes of Columbus." In every part of the 
city' are hugh churches, or the ruins of 
churches, far more than could ever have 
been necessary for the accommodation of 
the population. San Francisco Church 
and Convent on the north side of-the oity 
near the wall, already mentioned, ia a vast 
and moat picturesque ruin, as beautiful u 
Melrose Abbey, which it strongly resem- 
bles from some point* of view, though it 
is much more extensive,, and its tropical 
vegetation, overspreading the crumbling 
masses is infinitely more striking than 
English evergreens or mosses. St Nicho- 
las Church, in the midst of the city, is a 
high, massive, splendid ruin—the beau- 
tiful roofs of some of the chapels, and tbe 
moldings and tracing over tie high altar, 
still almost as perfect as erer. 
The 


churches of La Merced, with its great 


belfry crowned with ornamented 


towers; Los Bemedois, with a sun-dial 
turned askew by an earthquake; Eegina 
Angelornm, Santa Barbara, Santo Domin- 
go, Carmen, and half a dozen others, tell 
of an earlier age and a heartier faith. ' 


Dr. Brown, in bis history, published- in 


183G, 
of Santo Domingo, tells of the origin 


the Central Park, a* a model, we see no 
reason why something of that sort, filing- 
Hie form of the occupant, might not be 
adopted for railroad travel. In most other 
respects the railway officials have shown 
signs of progress as yean rolled on, but 
there has been a wofnl lack of enterprise 
manifested in th» direction of seating- pas- 
sengers comfortably.

Another want is a smoke-preventing 


apparatus,, which, will permit the con- 
sumption of bituminous coat in furoacea 
and stove*. The essentials of a perfect 
combustion are well enough known, and 
the necessities of this special can be theo- 
rized on ad libitum by persons who profe» 
to be able to do what is wanted. But in 
practice all their promisee fail, or if tho 
thing is secured, it is an expense of money 
and complexity which makes it nsele**. 
Else why do our steamboats, locomotive* 
and stationary furnaces continue their 
pernicious and disgusting habits of smok- 
ing? 
If tho invention has been intro- 


duced into English use. ss some insist, 
how happens it that the Cunard steamers 
never have adopted anything of the 
kind by way of showing us how the 
thing is done ? This question is one of 
gnat concern to all of our country lying 
west of the Alleghenies, and in the dis- 
trict* where bituminous coal so largely 
predominates. A practical solution of tl e 
difficulty would be a bleuing to Pitts- 
burgh, where a white face in an ephem- 
erial vision, and a clean thirt is nevtir 
seen. (?) Seeing- that this fuel is vastly 
more plentiful in the United States than 
anthracite coal, and in «ome sections is ib« 
sole dependence of the people, there surely 
are sufficient incentives for the develop- 
ment of come simple process, of elimina- 
ting it* only disagreeable characteristic. 
Here, then, are some fine openings for am- 
bitions inventors. 
And when this order 


is filled, we shall be reidy with another 
list.—N. T. Tima.

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of this city the following romantic story: 
A Spaniard returned to the settlement at 
Isabella in 1406 from this coast of the 
island, whither he bad strayed, and where 
he had become enamored of an Indian girl 
who resided in that vicinity. The latter, 
to allure her lover to remain permanently 
with her, told him of the superiority 'of 
this part of the island, of its mines of gold, 
which was so much valued by bis country- 
men ; and of its greater salubrity than the 
sickly fens around the vicinity of Isabella, 
and urged the removal of the Spaniard to 
a residence on this more favored coast. 
The Spaniard reported these thing* to 
Columbus, who was then on the eve of his 
departure for Spain, and had placed the 
government of the <olony-in the bands of 
his brother, Don. Bartholomew. The latter 
was immediately ordered by Columbus to 
explore this part of this Mand during his 
absence, and ascertain the truth of the 
Spaniard'* report. From this incident, so 
casual and trivial, arose the first perma- 
nent city of the new world. Don Bartho- 
lomew bad already made an expedition to 
this coast, where he received letters from 
his brother ordering him to select a site 
for the establishment of a town in this 
region.. This spot was chosen, and the 
settlement was named Santo Domingo, in 
honor, of the father of Columbus, whose 
name waa Dommick.

lowers'of Columbus. At the end of h)« 
stormy life be asked that his" bones might 
be placed in aU'bumility in the spot they 
now occupy, that the feet of all wboshould 
enter the holy plaoe might press the slab 
which covered him. It-would require a 
volume to catalogue and chronicle all the 
huge structures devoted to piety or pride 
which, crowd the spaces, scarce loore than 
half a mile square, embraced by the vener- 
able and pictutWque walls of the city. It 
will be enough to 'mention two or three; 
for all the churches are similar, and all the 
palacds show by their appearance, plan, 
and material that they were built in that 
short golden period of the youth of Span- 
ish America when this city, its capital, 
blazed into sudden splendor about the 
year-1500. to begin it» long decay by 1550. 
In its early prime it was glorious. Whole 
streets of strong massive housee,' many of 
them palaces, wore built in block. The

Never in ' the history of industrial de- 


velopment haa there been a more reckleea 
and ditawtrous combination of monopolists 
against industry, and' the welfare of the 
people, than the present league of coal and 
transportation companies to put up the 
price of coal and to put down the price of 
labor. 


Periodically we are informed that the 


demands of the miner, are- KO extravagant 
that they must be resisted at any cost, 
"strike*" are inau|rarated, and the price of 
boal 'put up. A handsome profit is real- 
ired'on the coal in hand, the "ttr.ke" 
ueases, and coal drops to a low figure. This 
haa now been so often'repeated that it 
ought to be apparen t to everyone what the 
key to the present situation in. 
- The fact is there is an over-production 
of coal and these fluctuations are forced 
attempts to work off aooumnlated-.toclu. 
The difficulty with t!ie miners, wherever 
it really exists, is one taeily disposed of. 
The coal companies bare only to give their 
miners a participation in the profit*, fair 
and reasonable for both sides, and the day 
of genuine strikes u at an end.

coal interest say the miners .must be

tbeonepreatqiMntioD constantly recurring 
to the American people, "How long, oh.

After the decline and fall of Pithole, 
usinesl became slack and money so scarce 
hat steam gauges, rubber belting, and 
well tools were received for fare.

0 uncommon thing to see a passenger 
and out a "twenty dollar" steam gauge 
or his far*, and the conductor return him 
couple of lengths of tubing or a second 
and working barrel for change. 
This state of thing, did not last long, 
owever, and for a year or two the road 
as enjoyed a fair season of prosperity, 
nd the prospect of an early continuation 
f the liue to Pleasantville and beyond is 
ood.

The Boiler Explosion at Par- 
ker's Landing. 


The boiler explosion which took place 


at Fdrker's Landing, in which Charles Til- 
ighast and Charles Tray lost their lives, 
s claimed to have been caused by the 
>ressure of steam in the boiler being 
30 pounds to the square inch. 
It 


ippeara that the smoke stack of the boiler 
lad been, blown down by a gale of wind 
on Saturday, and the engine was stopped 
on Sunday for repairs. About five or ten 
minutes pievion. to the accident, Tray 
discovered thatthepressuregaugoindicated 
one hundred and twenty-five pounds. He 
at once reported the fact to Tiilinghast,who 
ordered him to "open the fire doors, and 
let it go." He accordingly went in and 
opened the doorc, and then reported that 
the gauge stood one hundred and thirty 
pounds. Tillinghset immediately followed 
him into the boiler house, and the two had 
not been there more than a few seconds 
before the boiler exploded, tearing the 
whole machinery to pieces. Tillinghast 
C 


s blown one hundred and fifty feet 
•ongh a tree, leaving a portion of his 


clothing 'in the tree; the body was recov- 
ered without any apparent external injury* 
save a slight discoloration civet his left eye. 
The man Tray was thrown only tho dis- 
tance of a rod,but was badly mangled. Mr. 
W. H. Kern, wno was a partner of Mr. 
Tillinghast, and who happened to be in 
close proximity at the time, and overheard 
the conversation, was so icalded by steam, 
that hopes of his recovery have been aban- 
doned; both eyes were destroyed. 


Mr. Tillingbast was a single man with- 


out family, well beloved by everybody, and 
of very abstemious habits, and his loss 
will be deeply lamented by a large circle 
of friends.

During the progress of the experi- 
ments, I have been led incidentally to test 
the flashing and burning points of a num- 
ber of samples of oil which came into my 
hands, and one specimen examined to*day 
is so remarkable, that I send you an ac- 
count of it, to be used as you think fit 
This kerosene was bought of Trimble ,& 
Barrick,Pbiladelphia,and is marked on one 
head of the barrel, "Brilliant Refined Burn- 
ing Oil. Philadelphia, A. F. Beam;" and 
on the other head, "M. Evans, State In- 
spector. Approved. Fire teat 110 degs. 
November 20,1870." (The first initial of 
the Inspector's name Icouldnot decipher.)

INTKEESTINO TO WASHERWOMEN.— 


For the past year or so, chemists have rec- 
ommended tbe use of borai for washing 
clothes in preference to the "concentrated 
Ije" or ?oda commonly used. Borax is 
used almost entirely by washerwomen in 
Germany, and is now coming into exten- 
sive use in this country for cleansing fab- 
rics. The advantages are, that it does not 
injure the cloth, and possesses valuable 
bleaching properties 
which 
eoda does 


not; that it is ju»t as cheap as soda, a 
handful being sufficient for a tub of 
water. Soda, especially the caustic kind, 
which goes under the name of "concen- 
trated lye," not only rot», and, after a few 
wa«hing», completely destroys the clothes, 
but it leaves them of a yellowish hne, 
whiUi in very difli ,ult to get rid of. It is 
supposed that it cuts the grease and saves 
labor in washing. This may be true, 
but borax neutralizes the grease equally 
well without 
injurious effects. 
Tho de- 


struction of clothes by washerwomen in 
Titusville ia very great, and will continue 
to bo so until this "caustic lye" is aban- 
doned for the harmless borax. Any laun- 
dry which will adopt the improvement will 
have more (cnstomi>rs than it can attend 
to.
